THE NI CARAGUA CANAL. 

The Aieoolatfon for tbe AdTunccnent ot 

Science Diicasilng It. 

Ci.EVKLAM), O , Aug. 20.— At the AMod» 
tion fur Advance of Science papers on the 
Nicaragua sbip canal, by R. E. Peary, 
United States navy, chief engineer of the 
Canal Ci instruction company, and J. C. 
Iliipston, were read. Mr. Hueston says the 
latest survey shows that by utilizing all the 
natural liasins und creating nrtilicial ones iu 
tho valleys, only aliout oiio-sixtli of tboentlra 
route of the canal, wliioh is ITO miles long, 
will have to lio exc.'iviited. Abundant labor 
of g0(xl (juulity and SUffloUat n|l|)llM 0( 
provisions iiiv uvaii.'iblo. 

If the canal wi lo oiwiud to driy it would 
find four ami a half millions tons of tratlio 
within the /.mie of its attraction, half from 
United States ports. This will be awoUoD 
to 0,01)0,000 when tho canal is opeueil, say in 
1MI4. Civil Engineer Peary's paper j^ives an 
elaborate and minuta account of the ree^out 
surveys executed on plans formulated by 
Chief Engineer Menocal, of tbe United 
States uavy, which ho says have given ex- 
tremely satisfactory results. 

Two routes have bticu completely surveyed 
and mapiKxl out. These routes are of about 
equal ooet, and either ii superior to any 
oUmt route across the istbmui.

Nbw Orleans, Aofp SO..— Newa baa been 
received here o( a race war at n«etown, in 
Iberia pariah, in which E. Faysoo Smith, of 
New Iberia, waa killed, in addition to aome 
thirteen or fourteen negroaa Some time 
ago several disreputable oolored men were 
ordered to leave Now Iberia, but Instead of

Tbe colored men, armed with riflea and 
shotguns, congregated at Freetown, where a 
band of whites vialted tham an(^ demanded 
of them that they lay down their arma.

The workman waa or- 
dered to continue his search, and succeeded 
in di.scoveriiig seventeen genuine .iynamlte 
bomba out of three tone of acrap iron. Tb« sa 
bomba were of tha deeoriptton of thoee mado 
by the Chioego Anarohiata, and used in thd 
murderous work of the Haymarket. 

Naturally the finding of these bombs 
created a great aensatioo about tbe works. 
A little sober rt flection showed that tbe 
bombs were not placed there with the inten- 
tion of Mowing up the wwka, or injuring 
anyone connected therewith. Tbe iron 
among which tbe bombs were (onnd was old 
railroad Iron, nnd was boogbt from Juuk 
men au'l 'l. olers in the tunial way. 
|)The s(i)>)i'>sition ia that tbe bomba were 
Bhiiip'>'l with a lot of sorap iron from Chi- 
cago. It is thought that tbe maker or owner 
of the botnbs had become (earful of their 
being discovered in hia poawssion, and bad 
them in some garret or out-of-the-way place, 
where they had been discovered by a servstnt 
or wife, who, unaware of their character, 
had sold them to some junk dealer. In this 
way tbey ha<l found tbdr my to ttw New- 
port iron and steel works.

The Mills Bill-What It Means 
As we said in a former article the Mills 
bill redooes the average rate of dntj^ on 

imported goods from $47.10 to S42.4»> on 
the $100 worth, which is a reduction of 
preeisely $4 61 on each fioa The total 
reduction of the revenue <]erived from 
imports by this bill as it pasHcd the 
House of Representatives amounts to 
$60,691,636, and of that sum $30,832,791 
are reductions on the dutiable list and 
$19,758,345 are reductions made by pat 
ting certain artidee on the free list. 
These are all the reductions proposed by 
the bill and yet it is denounced as a free 
trade measure, by Bepublicans who are 
trying to oontinoe the war tariff upon the 
country. The reductioa proposed by the 
bill is less that $5 on the $100 and yet 
the soKMdled protectionists claim that it 
will niin nil the manufacturing interests 
in the United States. Is $42.49 of taxa- 
tion an every $100 worth ol datiabla 
goods free trade ? /( u etwrmous taxation 
and if levied on the wakh of the country 
would not be permitted to stand an hour. Is 
there any Bute in the Union that im- 
poses a tax equal even to S per cent ? 

In all the States money collected as 
taxes comes into the Treasury from lands, 
houses, bonds, stocks, notes, horses, cat- 
(le, and aU kinds of property. The citi- 
zen who pays taxes knows exactly what 
it is for, and no party and no administra- 
tion could remidn in power in any State 
in the Union any longer than it would 
take to got it out that would impoee a 
tax of $5 on the $100. If an attempt was 
made to collect surh a tax ii would in 
cite insurrection. But a tax of $42.49 
levied on the products of labor and din 
guised by the methods of indirection 
adopted in its collection is boldly pre 
claimed a free trade measure. 

The tariff of 1848 was framed to raise 
revenue, and for that purpose only, and 
it was called by both parties a free trade 
tariff. The tariff of 18B7 was a low tariff 
also and framed for revenue |>urpo6e8 
alone. That too was called a free trade 
tariff. Bat nobody in the whole land 
took the ground that the policy horn with 
tbe Government of raising revenue by 
duties on imports should be abandoned. 
The period covered by these tariffs was 
icnown as a free trade period simply be- 
cause the foreign commerce of tbe United 
States was not then flttered by obstruc 
tions in the interest of individuals and 
monopolists. 

If there is sny person so foolish as to 
iMlieve tbora is any free trade in the 
Mills bill, we advise him to go and ex- 
amine its provisions carefully. He will 
admit it be is not too prejndieed, that 
tbera is not the slightest shadow of a 
foandation for such a claim. 

Now let as esamina the bill. Tbe 
Democrats have not intarfered with the 
liquor schedule nor tbe silk schedule, 
beoaase they believed that thoee who 
used the articles embraced in those lists 
could afford to ])ay the duties levied up 
on them by the existing law. The tobac- 
co schedule when the bill was considered 
by the Committee of the Whole was 
stricken out. 

The Democrat* have tried to reduce 
the dutiee npon the necessaries of life 
hi.<'aiHi- the n'''';it body of llie people are 
compelled to have them, and to cheapen 
these artieles means cheaper living. 

The first schedule of the Mills bill 
oovars all drags and chemicals brought 
into the ooantry from abroad. Tbe 
aTtrsga rate of duty on this list under 
the existing law is $32.87. Tbe bill re- 
daces the average to $28.17, which is a 
redaction of $4.70 on the $100. The so- 
called protectiouistf claim this will 
deetroy the home manufacture, because 
labor is so much cheaper in foreign 
countries. That is not true because the 
whole labor cost is only 10.9 per cent. 
If tbe labor in tbe United Htatss was 100 
per cent,higher than in foreign ooantries, 
which it is not, then (i per cent, would 
fully cover the diflerencei but the Demo- 
crats propose to leave a tariff of 88.17 per 
cent, which Ih more than twice the labor 
coet It can not be claimed with any 
troth that than is daagwr to tha cbaml* 
cal industry by a reduction of 4.7 per 
cent.
